(Dr. OPPENHEIMER is in charge of experiments 
at the Radiation Laboratory, University of California, Berkeley, but is 
. presently out of tne state on & confidential ‘assignment for the Laboratory).

on June 13, 1943 OPPENHEIMER made a telephone call to EVergreen 1887. 
He did not get the number, ‘Looked ‘up the street address in the phone book, 
and then left the place where he had made the call.. Subsequently, it was 
ascertained that this phone number is listed in the name of DAVID HAWKINS,

train from Berkeley to San: Francisco, arriving in San Francisco at 9:45 PM. 
Upon leaving the train he rushed to meet a young lady whom he kissed, and 
Ae walked away arm in arm. It was noted that they entered a 1935 green 
Plymouth coupe, License 250194, ‘and that the young lady drove. This license 
is registered to JEAN TATLOCK, 2200 Post Street, San Francisco, which is 
the address of tnt.

at 10:00 PM. This is a cheap type of combination/ cate, ‘and dance place 
which appears to be operated by Mexicans. OPPENHEIMER and this girl had 
a few drinks and someting to eat. They left the above described place at 
10:50 and drove to 1405 Montgomery Street, entering an apartment on the top 
floor on the north side of the building. The mail box on the entrance of the 
building indicates that DAV OMPSON and. JEAN TATLOCK lived in this rasis 
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uj | At 11: 30 PM the lights in the above fico apart ent 
were extinguished. From then until 1:00 AM no one left and it is believed 
that OPPENHEIMER and the young lady had retired. It was noted by those | 
conducting the surveillance that the phone number for JEAN TATLOCK is listed 
as SUtter 0169. The relationship of OPPENHEIMER and JEAN TATLOCK appeared i 
to be very affectionate and intimate.

On June 15, 1943 at 8:20 AM OPPENHEIMER and the young ` 
woman came out of the house located at 1405 Montgomery, San Francisco, 
and entered the green Plymouth coupe, License 25Gl94. The young woman 
was apparently JEAN TATLOCK. OPPENHEIMER left her at 8:50 AM and boarded 
the Key System train for Berkeley. 


At 6: 150 PM on June 15, 194,3. OPPENHEIMER was at the office 
of the UNITED AIRLINES in San Francisco, at which time the girl previously 
described as JEAN TATLOCK appeared on foot and OPPENHEIMER rushed to meet 

‘her. They appeared very affectionate and walked to where her car was parked 
in the 400 block on Mason. They then went to KIT CARSON'S GRILL at 395 
Geary Street, and upon leaving there drove: directly to San Francisco 
Airport. At the Airport OPPENHEIMER met JOSEPH WILLIAM “KENNEDY, and the 
two men boarded a plane for Los Angeles at 8: 190. PM.. „JEAN TATLOCK left the 
two men at 8:40 PM. ACE CZ 


The ofties of Military Intelligence has requested the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to conduct an investigation concerning both JEAN 
TATLOCK and DAVID HAWKINS, who were contacted by OPPENHEIMER while he was 
in San Francisco. . 


The files of the San Francisco Field Division concerning 
DAVID HAWKINS were checked. The only file reference under this name was 
99-32-3544. This file contained the criminal records of employees of the 
SHELL DEVELOPMENT COMPANY, among which is a record for HERSCHEL DAVID - 
- STHINGTON.  ETHINGTON, among rer e used the aliases Da awkins, 
David Hawkins, and David Edward Hawkins. These aliases were used by 
ETHINGTON in Salt Lake City, and he is not. believed identical with the subject.

On June 28, 1943 Miss L. Capps, Clerk in charge of the California 
Department of Vocational Standards, Board of Medical Examiners made 
available to the writer the records of the subject that are maintained 


in San Francisco. 


These records showed the subject to have been graduated 


from the Stanford University of Medicine on June 15, 1941 and to have 
been licensed to practice medicine in the state of California on August 


27, 1941. 


The birthdate of Dr. Tatlock was shown to be February 21, 1914. 


From the record shown, she apparently did her interne work at Children! s 


Hospital, San Francisco. 


Miss Capps advised that there is in the possession of Frederick 
N. Scatena, Secretary-Treasurer of the Board of Medical Examiners of the 
State of California, 1020 N Street, Sacramento, California, a four page 
written application which the subject executed at the time she applied 
for permission to take the examination for a medical license in the ` 


state. 


This application, according to Miss Capps, would contain much 


background information concerning the subject such as schools attended, 
place of birth, hospitals with which she has been associated, complete 
physical description(together with a recent photograph), and other items. 


It is suggested that the information contained in this application 
be secured in order that additional leads may be had to develop further 


background information concerning the subject. 


It is also suggested 


that an effort be made to secure a copy of the photograph attached. to 
the application for inclusion in this file.
